•'Do druggists realize the reproach 
they have brought upon themselves 
and the evil to their profession by 
the practice of substitution ? There 
is no i;se mincing matters and care- 
fully choosing words. There are 
druggists, and not a few, who are 
guilty of substitution, and it is time 
for an outspoken denunciation of 
this dishonorable practice. If there 
is any business or profession which 
more than another should be char- 
acterized by absolute honesty and 
integrity it is pharmacy. The issue 
of life and death frequently rests 
with the druggist, and any tamper- 
ing •with the physician's prescrip- 
tion."becomes a crime. 


"The druggist frequently argues 


that his substitute is the same as 
or better than the article prescribed, 
.but even though this were true the 
article is not what was ordered or 
expected. The reason for substitu- 
tion by the druggist is either for 
his own convenience or his financial 
benefit—both, unworthy motives. 
There has been a great deal said 
upon the subject, but the real issue 
has been disguised by a lot of words 
and specious and fallacious argu- 
ments until the question of right.

Druggists owe it to them- 
selves to frown upon this practice, 
to discountenance it in every way 
possible and to defend their profes- 
sion by proof of their falsity-against 
the charges of dishonesty, which, 
we regret to say, ere brought against 
it and founded upon far too much 
evidence.

He was taken in a cab 
0 the Bassett hotel, where medical 
eliet was administered. 
Upon a 


lasty examination it was found that 
both of Cotton's legs were terribly 
mangled. 
They were amputated 


ust above the knee joint. His breast 
tone was found to

broken. 


He sustained severe internal injuries,

is thought that he 
cannot 


urvive the shock. Cotton has been 
n the employ of the 0., H. & D. for 
he past seven years and was an ex- 
ra passenger brakeman, but went 
iut on a freight run last night. The

It la a combination which 
will make the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton, the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana, and the Pennsylvania roads 
mere or lees trouble when it i« made 
operative probably during the sum- 
mer months. Brice has secured con- 
trol of the Cincinnati, Jackson & 
Mackinaw road, now in the hands of 
Receiver and General Manager Frank 
B. Drake, the personal representative 
ot Mr. Brice. Brice baa recently 
purchased large terminal facilities on 
the east side of Cincinnati, which 
have heretofore been occupied by the 
Pennsylvania company. The neces- 
sary ordinances have been passed by 
the Cincinnati aldermen for the con- 
struction of the Brica lines into*the 
city, and the establishment of all 
other 
necessary 
terminals. This 


work will cost several millions of dol- 
lars, one of the largest Items of 
eipandltures being t,'>00,COO for the 
Deer Creek tunnel. Brice also has 
under construction a new general of- 
iic3 building, and upon completion of 
same the offices of the Cincinnati, 
Jackson & Mackinaw cctcnany will 
be removed from Toledo to Cincin- 
nati.
